Monthly Premium Policies Issued by 
Many Companies 


A great proportion of life insurance companies now accept 
monthly premiums, a survey conducted among American Life 
Convention member companies indicates. In past years ordi- 
nary companies for the most part felt that monthly premium 
policies were semi-industrial, involved additional bookkeeping 
expense and offered 12 times the opportunity for lapse. 


However, according to the ALC, the depression brought 
about a great change in that attitude. Then monthly premiums 
gave 12 times as many chances to keep in force the policy of 
an individual having financial difficulties and to tide him over 
until his circumstances eased. For this reason, companies 
offering a monthly method of premium payment have main- 
tained in force business that on annual, semi-annual or even 
quarterly basis, would have gone off the books. 


The survey includes figures from 104 companies which re- 
ported. Of these, 82 have a monthly premium plan, 15 do not 
have one and six qualified their answers, one allowing the 
plan on government allotment policies, another on deferred 
annuities and four reported they had limited monthly premium 
plans. 


One query in the questionnaire was whether monthly pre- 
mium was deducted from a death claim in event of the policy- 
holder’s death within the policy year. There were 75 com- 
panies that replied in the affirmative and 13 negative. 


There was wide divergence among the companies in their 
views as to the advisability of writing monthly premium pol- 
icies; in the percentages used in calculating the premiums, and 
in the minimum premium requirements. 


“In the case of policies issued on the salary savings plan,” 
he said, “the larger companies require applications of $1,000 
each on ten lives to inaugurate the plan.” 


Minimum monthly premium accepted it: One company, $1; 
one $1.50; three $2; one $2.50; three $3; 38 $5; one $5.40; 
two $6; three $7.50; 12 no minimum, and one each requires 
$8, $9, $12 and $15. There are 82 companies accepting monthly 
premiums in the first policy year and six do not do so; also 
22 companies reported favorable experience with a bank draft 
system of payment in which the premium receipt is mailed 
to a bank which receives monthly payments from policyholders 
and remits to the life company. There were 65 that replied, 
“NO,” indicating either that they had not used such a plan 
or had not had favorable results with it. 


Only 14 companies unqualifiedly answered in the affirmative 
the question as to whether they recommended that a company 
not now accepting first year business on monthly premium 
basis begin to do so. There were 26 companies that made no 
recommendation and 40 replied in the negative. Other answers 
were: Seven companies, yes, On minimum premium of $10; 
three, affirmative if minimum premium is $5; one, yes, with 
proper restrictions; one, yes, depending on agency organiza- 
tion, and five, yes, for payroll deduction or salary savings 
plan only.

Discussion of National Surety and Pacific Mutual Life 
Reorganization Plans 


Good faith is the essence of the relationship be- 
tween policyholders and insurance companies. The 
policyholder is under obligation to make full disclosure 
of all pertinent facts when applying for a policy, and 
the policy contract, when issued, should be inviolable. 
The policyholder has the absolute and indisputable 
right to believe that the contract between him and the 
company insuring him cannot be changed without his 
consent. If this belief is shaken, public confidence in 
the reliability of insurance companies will suffer. The 
relationship of mutual confidence and good faith is 
essential to all transactions between policyholders and 
solvent insurance companies. 

In cases of insolvency, particularly in the field of 
life insurance, the courts, both State and Federal, have 
many times and in many jurisdictions approved the 
transfer of life insurance business to solvent companies, 
subject to liens against policy reserves, ranging from 
a moderate percentage to the full amount of such re- 
serves. This action, of course, breaches the contracts 
originally made between the insolvent company and its 
policyholders, but the courts have held that it was the 
best course possible for the protection of policyholders, 
and that where no discrimination was made between 
different groups of policyholders the transaction was 
equitable and legal. In fact, approval has been given 
in some cases although disability income features were 
eliminated. 

In recent years two very striking departures from 
customary practice in such situations were made: 

The first was in connection with the insolvency of 
the National Surety Company, of New York. That 
company had for many years written a very large vol- 
ume of profitable surety and fidelity business and a 
considerable volume of certain classes of casualty in- 
surance, which was also profitable. It was made in- 
solvent, however, because it wrote a large volume of 
bonds guaranteeing mortgage loans on real estate. 
Defaults of the borrowers resulted in many claims on 
the surety, until a point was reached where it could not 
continue without relief from these heavy losses, the 
ultimate amount of which it was impossible to forecast. 

In this situation the Superintendent of Insurance of 
the State of New York was appointed conservator 
(and later liquidator) of the company ; a new company 
was formed, under the title National Surety Corpora- 
tion, which took over the good business, the records, 
the agency organization and the trained home office 





and branch office personnel of the old company, receiy- 
ing from the latter sound assets sufficient to cover the 
liabilities assumed and to provide, in addition, $1,000. 
000 capital and $3,000,000 surplus. The new company 
assumed no liability whatever in connection with the 
mortgage guarantee business, and did not take over q 
large volume of non-liquid assets or liability for pend- 
ing claims, The entire capital stock of the new company 
was owned by the old company, which thus indirectly 
owned all of the assets and business transferred to the 
new company. 

In approving this transaction, the New York Su 
preme Court held that it was to the advantage of all 
policy and bond holders and all creditors of the old 
company, because it preserved the large good-will value 
of a going business and its earning power; that credi- 
tors, policy and bond holders of the old company lost 
nothing, but, on the contrary, gained largely by the 
transaction, and that, further, the assumption of the 
major part of the business of the old company by the 
new one prevented tremendous confusion and _ loss, 
which would have been involved by the termination 
of all contracts of the old company, necessitating the 
obtaining of new bonds by the Federal Government, 
other political units and innumerable persons, many 
acting in fiduciary capacities. It was estimated at the 
time of the original court proceeding that the outstand- 
ing bonds had an aggregate gross penalty of about 
$3,000,000,000. 

This transaction was attacked and carried in a court 
action to the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
of New York, where it was sustained. Permission was 
granted to appeal to the Court of Appeals, the State 
court of last resort in New York, which by unanimous 
decision sustained the lower courts, and the entire 
transaction. In several other States court attacks were 
made, all of these so far were decided in favor of the 
new company, on the general grounds above outlined. 

The new company was set up in May, 1933. Three 
years later the Superintendent of Insurance, with the 
approval of the court, sold the stock of the new com- 
pany, which had begun business with $4,000,000 of 
capital and surplus, for $10,000,000 in cash, thus realiz- 
ing a gain of $6,000,000 for the creditors of the old 
company. Meantime, the tremendous labor involved in 
examining the merits of the claims filed against the 
company and determining the amount actually owing 
precluded any early distribution to the creditors, so 
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that the transaction, unique at that time, did, in fact, 
greatly benefit all creditors of the old company and at 
the same time created no delay in the payment of their 
claims. 

In weighing the propriety and equity of what was 
done, it must be remembered that, in addition to all 
of the reasons above set forth for approving the trans- 
action, the supervising authorities and courts were in- 
fluenced by the fact that apparently the only possible 
alternative was immediate liquidation, which, beyond 
question, would have resulted in heavy losses to credi- 
tors of the old company. 

x * * 

In July, 1936, an almost identical situation arose in 
California. The Pacific Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany of California, a sixty-eight year old institution, 
with over $215,000,000 of admitted assets, had 1n force 
at the end of 1935 over $636,000,000 of life business, 
written at adequate rates. There was also a substantial 
volume of accident business, which has been profitable, 
a moderate volume of health insurance, which, in com- 
mon with the experience of nearly all companies writ- 
ing that line, has shown a small loss in recent years; 
and, in addition, a large volume of non-cancellable dis- 
ability insurance providing for the payment of fixed 
monthly indemnities in the event that the policyholder 





became totally disabled, such payments to continue 
throughout the period of disability. The company had 
written this type of business since 1918, and the rates 
charged, particularly during the earlier years, have 
proved grossly inadequate to meet the benefits prom- 
ised. The company had about 350,000 policyholders, of 
whom about 35,000 hold the non-cancellable disability 
contracts. The other 90% of the policyholders had been 
paying premiums sufficient to provide the insurance 
granted under their policies. A recent Convention 
examination of the company by six State Insurance 
Departments resulted in tremendous increases in the 
reserves for non-cancellable business. In consequence, 
the contingency reserve, surplus and capital shown by 
the statement as of December 31, 1935, were all wiped 
out and an impairment of over $17,500,000 was 
created. 

In the face of this situation, the management and 
the Insurance Department of California, with the con- 
sent of the other examining State Departments and 
the approval of the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
County (see important note at end of this article), 
worked out a plan of reorganization which involved 
the creation of a new company, the Pacific Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, with $1,000,000 capital and

$2,000,000 surplus, provided out of the funds of the 


old company. The new company reinsured all of the 
outstanding business of the old. Under participating 
life, non-participating life, and accident and health 
contracts liability was assumed in accordance with the 
terms of the original policies, but the benefits promised 
under the non-cancellable policies were reduced from 
10% to 80%, dependent upon the premium paid and 
the benefits promised. Fututre earnings in the non- 
participating department are to be used to restore these 
benefits. The management was assisted in its calcula- 
tions of the experience of the necessary reduction of 
benefits by several independent consulting actuaries, as 
well as the actuaries of the California and other In- 
surance Departments. By this transaction the burden of 
the benefits promised. Future earnings in the non- 
can” policyholders, (about 10% of the entire group) 
on the theory that those policies alone were responsible 
for the insolvent condition of the company. The reduc- 
tion of benefits to amounts commensurate with pre- 
miums restored solvency. The entire capital stock of 
the new company is held by the Insurance Commis- 
sioner of California, as trustee for policyholders and 
creditors,-and the plan contemplates the complete mu- 
tualization of the new company at the earliest practi- 
cable date. 


Fundamental Principles Involved 

From the foregoing it appears to us that the plans 
adopted in the National Surety and Pacific Mutual in- 
solvencies, put into effect with the approval of super- 
vising State insurance officials and courts, were of 
benefit to policyholders as a whole; that as among such 
policyholders the adjustments were equitable; and 
hence that from the point of view of expediency the 
transactions were justified. There can be no question 
as to this last point so far as National Surety is con- 
cerned, for this is virtually a closed transaction, al- 
though an appeal from the order permitting the sale 
of that company is still pending. In the case of the 
Pacific Mutual varied interests have requested and 
received from the Court permission to intervene in the 
proceedings. Attorneys representing “non-can”’ policy- 
holders assert the claim that the plan is inequitable 
because although the deficit arose by reason of losses 
on “non-can” policies the loss should be borne pro- 
portionately by all policyholders. If this were done 
many millions of dollars would be taken from the 
reserves accumulated under Life policies for which all 
Life policyholders have paid fully adequate rates and 
this would enable the company to continue to pay to the 
“non-can”’ policyholders in the future much more than 


— 


wise provide in the way of benefits. According to the 
report of the recent examination, on the oldest policies 
the rates charged have been found by experience to 
be only one-fifth of what they should have been. In 
other words, all the “non-can” policyholders have had 
the benefit up to the time of the reinsurance of Term 
protection at low cost; if the plan is finally sustained, 
they will hereafter pay fully for what they get in pro- 
tection. At this writing it is impossible to predict 
whether the reorganization plan will or will not finally 
be sustained; but it must be remembered that before 
it was adopted it had been studied for a long time, 
not only by the management of the company and its 
counsel but by special counsel of high standing, by the 
staff of the Attorney General of California, by the 
Insurance Department of California, by consulting 
actuaries and by the Insurance Departments of five 
other States, which, with California, made the recent 
Convention examination. It must also be remembered 
that the Insurance Commissioner of California was 
appointed liquidator of the company prior to the sale 
of its assets and business to the new company.* Such 
appointment was tantamount to a permanent receiver- 
ship. A permanent receivership automatically termi- 
nates all insurance contracts in force at the time. The 
old company was defunct and its policy contracts were 
terminated prior to the application of the Insurance 
Commissioner for approval of the sale of the assets 
and business to the new company and the granting of 
that approval by the Superior Court. In our opinion, 
no company would reinsure the “non-can” business on 
any basis more favorable to the policyholders than that 
provided by the contract here discussed. 

In a matter so complicated it is difficult to determine 
what fundamental principles of justice should govern 
action. It seems to us, however, necessary to point out 
that in both the transactions here reviewed a precedent 
has been established which is fraught with danger to 
the insurance business and to policyholders alike. If 
the management of an insurance company considering 
the writing of a new and untried form of insurance 
in connection with which no reliable experience data 
are available for the purpose of determining adequate 
rates, can assume that if such a venture proved prof- 
itable it could retain and enjoy the profits, but if it 
proved unprofitable then with the approval of the 
courts and the State Insurance Departments it can re- 
lieve itself of burdensome liabilities created by its own 
mistakes of judgment, then two things will happen. 
First, reckless underwriting experiments will be en- 
couraged, and second, no policyholder will ever know

We present our annual table showing the thirty 
leading companies by assets, by insurance written and 
by insurance in force. Industrial and group insurance 
is included in the figures. 

We also show the usual cumulative table of assets 
and insurance in force, which indicates that the lead- 
ing companies continue to hold their preeminent posi- 
tions. The Metropolitan alone has 20% of the assets 
and 23% of the insurance in force of all the companies 
in the table, and the Metropolitan and Prudential be- 
tween them have more than one-third. The first four 
companies have more than half the business, or to put 
it the other way round, have more business than the 
other 26 companies added together, and the first 9 
companies have three-quarters of the assets and the 
first 10 more than three-quarters of the insurance of 
the total. 

The life insurance business is remarkable for the 
difference in size from the top to the bottom. The gi- 
gantic size of the leading companies is no better illus- 
trated than by the fact that while a company may rank 
thirtieth in size, and be very much smaller than its 
predecessors, there is still plenty of room left for it to 
be a very large financial institution. 

Considering the tables, in the one by assets the first 
change is that the Penn Mutual has passed the Mutual 
Benefit, the New England Mutual has passed the 
Union Central, the Phoenix Mutual is ahead of the 
Bankers of Iowa, and the Western-Southern has passed 
the Great-West. The table by insurance written con- 
tinues to show sharp changes. As usual, the stock com- 
panies continue to hold places in the insurance written 
table far above their position on the asset table, many 
stock companies being represented on our table of in- 
surance written which do not find a place on the asset 
table at all. 

In our table of rankings by insurance in force the 
Bankers Life Company, of Iowa, has dropped two 
places, while the American National, a newcomer to

whether he actually has the insurance which his policy 
contract provides. Either develonment would hurt the 
business of insurance ; and every man, woman and child 
in the United States is directly or indirectly affected 
by some form or forms of insurance. This seems to 
us the broad aspect of the matter deserving of the most 
careful consideration by the leaders of insurance 
thought. We say this despite the fact that as already 
pointed out both of the transactions reviewed were in

The Life Insurance Sales Research Bureau, Hartford, 
Conn., which reports on Ordinary Life insurance only, 
announces that the month of July compared with July, 
1935, new paid for business throughout the country 
was 106%. For the first seven months of this year to 
the same period of last year the ratio was 94%. The 
ratios for the various sections of the country are as 
follows for July: (the percentages for seven months 
are given in brackets): New England, 109% (94%) ; 
Middle Atlantic, 103% (92%); East North Central, 
103% (92%); West North Central, 100% (97%); 
South Atlantic, 108% (96%); East South Central, 
113% (919%); West South Central, 113% (98%); 
Mountain, 116% (110%); Pacific, 113% (99%).

New life insurance production for the first seven months 
of 1936 was 4.3 per cent less than for the corresponding period 
of last year. The amount for July was 16.8 per cent below 
that for July of 1935, according to The Association of Liie 
Insurance Presidents. 

For the first seven months, the total new business of mem- 
ber companies was $5,117,382,000 against $5,348,860,000—a de- 
crease of 4.3 per cent. New Ordinary insurance amounted to 
$3,191,694,000 against $3,382,207,000—a decrease of 5.6 per cent. 
Industrial insurance was $1,580,235,000 against $1,493,461,000 
—an increase of 5.8 per cent. Group insurance was $345,453,000 
against $483,192,000—a decrease of 27.0 per cent. 

For July, the new business of all classes written by the 40 
companies was $748,389,000 against $899,595,000 during July 
of 1935—a decrease of 16.8 per cent. New Ordinary insurance 
amounted to $448,394,000 against $428,548,000—an increase of 
46 per cent. Industrial insurance was $220,672,000 against 
$203,405,000—an increase of 8.5 per cent. Although these two 
classes showed increases, group insurance, amounting to $79,- 
323,000 showed a decrease of 70.4 per cent as compared with 
the unusually high figures of $267,582,000 for July of 1935— 
the record month of all time for this class.

During the first seven months of 1936, brokers, bank managers and 
real estate company officials purchased more life insurance policies of 
$10,000 or over than did any other occupational classification, according 
to a survey of buyers of big policies conducted by the Lincoln National 
Life Insurance Company. Wholesale dealers were second in this respect, 


followed in turn by retail dealers. Lawyers, judges and justices ranked 


fourth. 


Only four occupational classifications were listed among the first fifteen

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EQUITY AND RECENT REORGANIZATIONS—Cont'd 
our opinion honestly conceived and executed, justified 
from the point of view of expediency and equitable as 
regards the interests directly involved. 

They are open to criticism, if at all, solely upon the 
general grounds set forth above; and the Pacific Mu- 
tual situation involves so many interests whose equities 
must be considered, and presents such unique problems 
that it would be rash for any one to undertake at this 
time to predict the final action of the courts respecting 
the equities involved. 

Four courses were open in the Pacific Mutual situ- 
ation: First, orderly liquidation of the assets, and their 
distribution to claimants and policyholders on the basis 
of their contractual rights as of the date of receiver- 
ship; Second, reinsurance on the best terms obtainable, 
and liquidation; Third, spreading the stated deficiency 
over all policyholders, regardless of adequacy or in acde- 
quacy of premiums paid; Fourth, the plan actually 
proposed. 

Every phase of the matter is being discussed in court, 
and these discussions will aid everyone in reaching a 
correct conclusion as to the merits of the case. 


(Note: This article was written prior to the court actions 
briefly reviewed here. Superior Court Judge Willis, on August 
20th, resumed hearing granted policyholders and stockholders 
objecting to the recent rehabilitation plan and on August 21st 
announced that Judge Edmonds, who granted the original 
orders, was qualified to make the conservation order, although 
a policyholder, as this was distinctly an administrative act: 
but upon signing the conservation order, Judge Edmonds 
changed his status from a policyholder to that of a generai 
creditor of the company, following which he would have a 
personal interest m the subsequent proceedings ond thus, under 
the California Code, he was disqualified to sign the later 
liquidation and rehabilitation orders. The hearing will resume 
August 31st, at which time the following questions will come 
up for decision: First, the actual financial condition of the 
company at the time of the liquidation and reorganization 
orders; Second, whether appointment of Commissioner Car- 
penter as liquidator shall be sustained; Third, whether the 
reorganisation plan shall be approved.)

The theme of the two day Round Table Conference of the 
Branch Managers of the Acacia Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
which came to a close Tuesday afternoon, August 11, was 
“Efficiency From the Top.” This theme was developed by Presi- 
dent William Montgomery in a stirring opening session. 

Included in his address was the announcement that starting 
immediately Acacia will accept applications from women, ages 
16 to 50 inclusive, and that the age limit for male risks is 
lowered to 16. The other limit for male risks remains as hereto- 
fore, at 65. 

La Noue Matta, Assistant to the President, Chairman of the 
round table conference, introduced L. K. Crippen Actuary, who 
discussed general phases of the subject of “Insurance for 
Women,” which started off the open forum which followed. 

In the afternoon session, Supervisor W. D. Phillips presiding, 
the subject of “Recruiting” was discussed by Mr. Matta. A. R. 
Mead, Agency Secretary, talked on “Establishing Prestige in 
Agency Building.” B. A. Harlan, C.L.U., Executive Secretary, dis- 
cussed the subject of “Training.” After each talk there was an 
open forum, led by the speaker handling that particular subject. 

On Tuesday, August 11, S. R. Bowman, Manager, Oakland 
Branch, began the morning session with his presentation of 
“Production from Present Organization.” “Conservation” from 
the standpoint of the branch, was handled by A. N. Meyer, Man- 
ager, Denver Branch. E. W. Hill of the Home Office Field Staff, 
discussed factors which make for better persistency. 

In the afternoon, La Noue Matta, Assistant to the President, 
outlined the new opportunities for progress in selling life insur- 
ance to women, and presented the new sales aids to be used. 

“Advertising As A Management Tool” was discussed by T. M. 
Rodlun, C.L.U., Advertising Manager. 

As in the Monday sessions, each speech was followed by an 
open discussion. 

President Montgomery fittingly closed the round table con- 
ference by calling the attention of all to the substantial net gain 
made so far this year .. . $6,400,000... bringing the total in- 
surance in force to $358,500,000. Assets as of July 31, 1936 were 
$63,500,000. 

The Acacia Dedication Convention then swung into action on 
Wednesday, August 12.

We have used the market value 
of these bonds in this report. 

“The bonds were inspected by us at the Citizens Mutual Trust 
Company, Wheeling, West Virginia, where they are deposited for 
safekeeping, with the exception of $200,000.00, par value of bonds 
on deposit with the Insurance Department of the State of West

Virginia, which was examined by us in the office of the State; 
$25,000.00 par value of bonds on deposit with the Insurance De- 
partment of the State of South Carolina, which was certified to us 
by the Insurance Commissioner of that State, as of June 30, 1936, 
and $25,000.00 par value of bonds deposited with the Bondholders 
Committee, Central Trust Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, which was 
certified to us on June 29, 1936. 

“On January 6, 1936, $5,000.00 of the Fort Henry Club Real 
Estate Bonds on deposit with the Insurance Department of the 
State of West Virginia, was retired and on February 7, 1936, 
5,000.00 additional. There was substituted for these bonds $10,- 
000.00 of West Virginia Bridge Bonds.

“Using the cost as a basis, $63,044.00 of the above bonds was 
in default, both principal and interest, which was 5.57% of 
total bonds owned; $118,088.00 was in default in interest only, 
which was 10.44% of total bonds owned; 83.99% of all bonds 
was not in default as to either principal or interest; 72.23% of 
defaulted bonds was municipal bonds; 10.49% was industrial bonds 
and 17.28% was first mortgage real estate bonds.

The main office building is of stone 
construction. It has four stories and basement, and the Theatre 
Building is one story and is of concrete construction. The gross 
revenue in 1935 was $24,281.63, including Home Office rent of 
$6,000.00; expenses and taxes amounting to $11,543.20, giving a 
net income for the year of $12,738.43, which represented «a net 
earning on the investment of 3.73%.

tion of Mortgage No. 462, which was out of file in the process 
of settlement, and found all of the properties amply covered by 
insurance, both fire and tornado, and explosion where necessary. 
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“all of the company’s mortgages are first mortgages with the 
exception of one second mortgage given by Mary C. Harney in 
the amount of $1,150.00, which represents the difference between 
the amount received through a refinancing of this loan with the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation and the amount of this com- 
pany'’s loan including past due interest and taxes. 

“The company holds four farm mortgage loans at December

mortgage loans at the time of our examination, and in view of the 
fact that the interest is reasonably well taken care of we have 
accepted the company’s figures as the values used in this report. 

“The majority of the company’s first mortgage loans are made 
at 6%. A few loans have been made at 5%, one at 5.4%, and a 
few at 6.2%, 6.5% and 7%. The average yield on mortgage loans 
in the year 1935 was approximately 6.4198%.

Under policies hereby assumed, not heretofore registered by the Superin- 
tendent of the Insurance Department of the State of Missouri and which do 
not bear the certificate of registration required by law, the amount of the 
lien set up and imposed herein will be deducted from the loan and cash sur- 
render values set forth in such policies and contracts in making policy loans. 
payments in surrender of policies or contracts for cash, and in the computa- 
tion and application of non-forfeiture values in extended insurance, paid-up 
insurance and all other non-forfeiture benefits, and in the exercise of any 
option under such policy or contract, and from payment of dividends and 
coupons left on deposit with Continental Life Insurance Company, and o 
amounts accrued under deferred dividend and survivorship fund policies. and

XII. 
Participating Policies 


Dividends, although provided for in policies or contracts assumed, cannot 
be paid or apportioned while all of the net earnings of the business and assets 
acquired hereunder are applied to make up the deficiency in assets and dis- 
charge the lien set up and imposed in Paragraph VIII hereof, but until said 
lien is terminated a premium refund equal to the difference between the 
participating premium payable under the policy, and the premium charged on 
a non-participating policy on the same plan, for the same amount and issued 
at the same age, will be made. 


XIII. 
Reinstatement of Lapsed Policies 


Second Party will reinstate lapsed policies issued, assume! or veinsured by 
Continental Life Insurance Company and acquired by Second Party under this 
contract, which are by their terms entitled to be reinstated, upon application 
and compliance with policy requirements for reinstatement, but policies which 
have not been registered by the Superintendent of the Insurance Department 
of the State of Missouri and do not bear the certificate of registration re- 
quired by law, will be subject, upon reinstatement and thereafter, to the lien 
set up and imposed in Paragraph VIII hereof, to which it would have been 
subject if it had been in force on a premium paying basis on the 3rd day of 
January, 1934.

Policy Changes 


Policy changes will be granted on any fair and equitable basis which is in 
strict accordance with sound actuarial and underwriting principles.

Assumption Certificates 


Second Party agrees to cause a copy of this contract to be mailed, postage 
prepaid, to the address of the holder of each policy or contract of insurance 
acquired hereunder, together with a certificate showing assumption of liability 
under the policies and contracts of insurance hereby transferred by First Party.

Reinsurance Contracts 


Second Party shall be entitled to all rights and benefits of Continental Life 
Insurance Company and of First Party under existing agreements, policies or 
treaties with other insurance companies for reinsurance and co-insurance on 
individual lives, but reserves the right to terminate any such agreement, policy 
or treaty according to its terms and to replace or discontinue any or all insur- 
ance coverage thereunder.

Superintendent O'Malley has revoked the license of this fraternal] 
to do business in the state of Missouri, following its non-appear 
ance at the hearing called by him for July 28th. Superintendent 
O'Malley likewise addressed a letter to Director of Insurance 
Palmer of Illinois, where the society has its home office, suggest 
ing that he take steps to improve the management of the society. 

In last month's issue we published pertinent sections of the 
Missouri examination report. In our opinion there is no question 
but that Superintendent O'Malley is right on the more important 
points of his criticism. While fraternal benefit societies are not 
required to be solvent in the same manner as legal reserve com 
panies, since they have the right of additional assessment at al! 
times, it is nevertheless reasonable to require them to file state 
ments that are not likely to mislead. The prospective method of 
valuation used by this society differs so markedly from that used 
by many other fraternal societies and of course also legal re 
serve life insurance companies, that attention should properly be 
called to these methods. 

It seems to us also that Superintendent O'Malley is entirel) 
right in censuring the tremendous sums of money paid for trans 
ferring members from one plan to another. The society has 
actually paid over 13 million dollars of members’ funds for this 
purpose, and of course the benefits to members by being so trans 
ferred are comparatively slight.

Rhodes’ Golden Anniversary 


On August 3, Vice President Kdward E. Rhodes of the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance Company completed fifty years of service 
with the company. That service began when the Mutual Benefit 
was in its forty-second year, and culminates in the launching of 
fifty-day anniversary campaigns proposed and conducted by the 
company’s agencies as a token of esteem. The campaigns will 
continue, simultaneously in each of the agencies, through fifty 
working days, from August 3 to October 1. 

Mr. Rhodes’ association with the Mutual Benefit—covering al 
most his entire business career—began when as a young man just 
out of high school, he applied for an opening in the company’s 
Mathematical Department. The Home Office of 50 years ago was 
vastly different from that of today—it was a small office employ 
ing only about 50 people. The position he sought had alread) 
been filled, but, while he had come without recommendations, an 
interview with Bloomfield J. Miller, then Mathematician, and an 
examination by President Amzi Dodd earned him a pesition at 
a probationary salary of $250 a year. 

Mr. Rhodes was assigned a desk near Mr. Miller and from that 
time until Mr. Miller’s death, Mr. Rhodes was his understudy 
and constant companion. His daily contact with the mathe- 
matics of life insurance gave him a thorough training in the 
responsibilities and duties of a mathematician. It was from Mr. 
Miller also that he received early in his career the executive 
training that was to serve him well in later years.

In time, Mr. Miller was elected first vice president, retaining 
the title of mathematician. Mr. Rhodes became assistant mathe- 
matician and when, in 1905, Mr. Miller died, Mr. Rhodes succeeded 
him as mathematician. In 1908, he was elected vice president, 
which position he now holds; and in 1912, was named director 
of the company. In June 1919, under pressure of executive duties 
he relinquished the title of mathematician. 

In 1906, Mr. Rhodes was elected to membership in the Actuarial 
Society of America and in 1926 and 1927 served as its president. 
It was in this capacity that he attended the Eighth International 
Congress of Actuaries held in London and Edinburgh in 1927. 
The British members of the Congress conferred upon him the 
unustial honor of electing him Fellow of the Institute of Actuaries 
of Great Britain. In order to confer the degree upon an American 
it was necessary to procure from the Privy Council permission 
to change the by-laws.

A special meeting of the stockholders of this Company was 
called by the President and was held on Tuesday, August 11, 
1936, at 2:00 o'clock P.M. at the office of the Company, No. 122 
West Washington Avenue, Madison, Wisconsin, for the purpose of 
considering and taking action on the matter of the mutualization 
of the Company, either by amending the articles of organization 
so as to make it a mutual instead of stock Company, or through 
the organization of a new mutual company and the transfer to it 
of all of the assets of the present Company on the assumption by 
the new Company of all of the liabilities of the present Company, 
or in some other manner, and by the payment and retirement of 
the stock of the Company presently outstanding and for the pur- 
pose of considering and taking action on all other matters ger- 
mane thereto, including the granting of full power and authority 
to the directors and officers of the Company to take all steps 
necessary or proper to carry out such plan of mutualization as 
may be adopted by the stockholders. 


Company Reasons for Mutualization 

“When Guardian Life issued its first policy on October 11, 1910, 
the shares of its capital stock were held by more than 840 indi- 
viduals. On December 31, 1935, the number of shareholders had 
diminished to 335. By mid-year, 1936, the shareholders numbered 
325. This concentration of interest comes largely through the 
settlement of estates of deceased shareholders. 

“When, in 1920, Guardian Life began issuing policies on the 
participating, or mutual, plan—based upon its ten years of ex- 
perience—the Commissioner of Insurance assented only on condi- 
tion that the charter of the Company be amended so ‘the capital 
stock of the Company be not increased by stock dividends or 
otherwise.’ 

“Since 1920 (for reasons which need not be recited herein), 
many states (including Wisconsin) have increased the minimum 
requirement as to capital stock of life insurance companies ad-

mitted to such states to $200,000 or more. Of course this is jot 
retroactive. But in our present status, Guardian Life could not 
be admitted to transact business in two immediately adjoining 
states. 

“These are two present reasons for undertaking mutualization. 
Another reason—remote at the moment, and which possibly may 
never develop—is taxation. In the State of Pennsylvania (and 
possibly others) at the last legislative session a bill was intro 
duced imposing a heavier tax on stock than on mutual life insur 
ance companies. The bill did not pass. 

“In an Anniversary Circular, mailed to all policyholders last 
September (most shareholders are also holders of Guardian poli- 
cies) mutualization was forecast as the next step in the Company's 
history; conditioned always on the assent of shareholders, policy- 
holders, the State of Wisconsin through officials, and finally the 
step-by-step approval of the Department of Insurance. 


How Mutualize 
“The plan of mutualization upon which approval of all in- 


terested is being sought contemplates the organization of a mutual 
life insurance company under the name of Mutual Guardian Life, 
or other suitable name, which would enter into a contract to 
take over all of the assets of the present Company and assume all 
of its liabilities, together with the obligation to pay an agreed 
amount to stockholders. There are 2,000 shares of stock out 
standing at a par value of $50 a share. 

“It is proposed—and your approval thereof is asked—to pay 
$100 a share at the close of the year to all stockholders. Prob 
ably $50 a share will be paid on December 31, 1936, and $50 a 
share on January 2, 1937. A further payment of $10 a share will 
be continued annually for about 12 years, to and including 1949. 

“The consideration to shareholders was arrived at in the fol- 
lowing manner: The stockholders originally contributed $200,000 
to the Company; $100,000 of capital and $100,000 a contribution 
to surplus. Assuming on this $200,000 of stockholders’ funds a 
4% interest rate compounded annually in October; giving credit 
for dividends paid as paid, there would be on December 31, 1936, 
a stockholders’ fund of $400,000 in round numbers. It is proposed 
to pay $200,000 at the year end, as stated ubove; to augment the 
remaining $200,000 in the stockholders’ fund at the rate of in- 
terest the Company earns cach year (roughly 4%) and pay there- 
from $20,000 per annum—or $10 a share. The interest additions 
will run these payments about twelve years. There will be safe- 
guards that the Company's surplus funds shall not by such 
payments be reduced below what was shown the previous year. 
Surplus gains 12 months ending June 30, 1936, have been above 
$34,000, but the recent past has had thin years, and these may 
come again. 


When Mutualize 

“It is proposed to have mutualization become effective at the end 
of the current year. The first step to be taken is the assent of 
three-fourths of the stock—the holders of $75,000 par. 

“The next step will be the incorporation of the Mutual Company 
and a petition to the Commissioner of Insurance for the approval 
of a reinsurance agreement or contract. Thereupon, the Com- 
missioner will issue an order for a hearing, after proper notice 
to be given by mail to each policyholder. A Commission, con- 
sisting of the Governor or some one appointed by him, the 
Attorney-General and the Commissioner of Insurance, will con- 
duct the hearing at which any stockholder or policyholder may 
appear. Should the Commission be satisfied that the interests of 
policyholders are given proper consideration and protection, the 
reinsurance would be authorized. 

“Taking the initial step early in August insures ample time 
for each successive move and unhurried deliberation by the Com- 
mission and the Commissioner of Insurance or any stockholder 
or any policyholder. 

“The plan has the approval of the Executive Committee and the 
Board of Directors of the Company; and under date of June 6, 
1936, Honorable H. J. Mortensen, Commissioner of Insurance, 
wrote a letter to this Company in which he said: 

“*We see nothing objectionable to this plan, or anything that 
might be criticized or which is not for the best interests of all 
the policyholders of your Company.’ ”’ 


Plan Approved 
At the August 11th meeting the above proposal was approved 
and the company will be mutualized effective January 1, 1937. 
Trereafter its title will be Mutual Guardian Life Insurance Com- 


pany.

“In Force” Now Exceeds $500,000,000 


In a field letter reaching its 3,000 representatives, W. R. Wills, 
President of the National Life and Accident Insurance Company, 
announced that the Company’s volume in force has passed the 
$500,000,000 mark. The push over the half billion mark followed 
in the wake of a thumping big record throughout the current 
year as the total increase for the year to date aggregates over 
$44,000,000. 

This figure compares with an increase of $58,831,398 for the 
entire year of 1935. 

Climbing out of the bottom of the depression years, the Com- 
pany has attracted attention by its consistent year by year in- 
creases at a rate well above the average enjoyed by the institution 
as a whole.

Report of Examination Favorable 


This company was examined as of December 31, 1935 by the 
Washington Insurance Department. The report of the examiners 
is favorable to the company. The examiners verified in detail 
the disbursement account of the company but through minor ad- 
justments the following changes were made in other accounts: 
Income was increased from $4,198,775 to $4,199,776: assets from 
$14,924,677 to $14,925,190; surplus was reduced from $290,250 to 
$289,660. We reprint hereafter certain of the examiners’ comments 
as they seem to be of general interest.

“Included in the above amount is the Home Office Building and 
site carried at a combined book value of $2,140,351.57. During 
the year 1935 the Company liquidated $475,000.00 of the outstanding 
bonded indebtedness on the building, of which $125,000.00 matured 
in 1935 and $350,000.00 of future maturing issues. The officers of the 
company are to be commended for this transaction as it not only 
eliminates the indebtedness on the Home Office Building but 
relieves the company of interest payments. 


“The company also charged off depreciation on the building in 
the amount of $29,250.00. 

“The net income for the year 1935 on the operation of the 
building was $27,536.89, and for the first six months of the year 
1936 shows an increase of approximately ten per cent in income 
and a decrease of fifteen per cent in expenses. The building is 
well managed and on December 31, 1935 shows a 73.4% occupancy, 
and on June 30, 1936 75.8%.

“The monthly payment loans are on city property and show a 
high ratio of payments. The annual and semi-annual payments 
are mostly on farm property and it is this class of loan that 
shows delinquency and requires advances for taxes and in some 
cases operation expenses. A few of these farm loans are in poor 
condition and will require close supervision by the investment 
department. 

“Interest due not over one year and accrued interest in the 
amount of $38,363.50 is allowed as a non-ledger asset.

“The book value is amortized value. 

“We find only three issues of bonds in default as to interest 
having a book value of $2,700.00 and a market value of $1,200.00. 
The book value over market value of bonds in default, in the 
amount of $1,500.00, is deducted as a non-admitted asset. 

“The bonds were counted at their place of deposit in the pres- 
ence of two officers of the company and found to agree with the 
records of the company. The check of bonds on deposit with the 
State of Washington reveals $1,107,500.00 as being on deposit. 

“The portfolio contains a well segregated, diversified list of 
bonds. 

“Accrued interest of bonds not in default in the amount of 
$31,534.68 is allowed as a non-ledger asset. 

“Warrants having a book value of $1,957.41 and issued by State 
of Washington counties and school districts were found to agree 
with the records of the company. Accrued interest in the amount 
of $51.31 is allowed as a non-ledger asset under caption ‘accrued 
interest on bonds and warrants.’ 


Reserve for accident and health claims, $243,984.39 

“For claims that will continue during the disabled life of the 
claimant the company sets up eighty per cent of Hunter's three 
and one-half per cent reserve on claims with a duration of more 
than thirty months, and a graduation downward of the reserve 
factor on claims of shorter durations. The present basis is the 
result of annual increases in the reserves beginning in 1931. Al- 
though the present basis is substantially greater than used in 
previous statements, the subsequent experience of previous years’ 
outstanding claims leads us to believe the present basis still may 
prove slightly inadequate. The number of these ‘lifetime’ claims 
are decreasing as the issuing of this type of contract was dis 
continued in 1931. 

“The company uses the individual claim basis for claims on 
contracts providing limited indemnity and also for those lifetime 
clauses in process of termination or compromise. According to 
the information in the files when the estimates were made, the 
estimates have proved adequate and subsequent developments 
of some of the claims have established a slight savings in reserve. 
This saving, according to subsequent payments and present esti 
mate, amounts to $4,502.84. However, the December 31, 1935 esti 
mate for this reserve is the figure used for the purposes of this 
examination. 
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Conclusion 

“This report shows the company to be in possession of admitted 
assets of $14,925,190.08 and a surplus over all liabilities of $289,- 
699.56 which, with its capital of $300,000.00 provides a surplus of 
$589,659.56 to policyholders. 

“This examination reveals the company to be in a strong 
financial condition with sufficient reserves to meet all contractual 
obligations 

“The business in force at the end of the year 1935 shows a 
substantial increase and indicates an aggressive management and 
agency force. 

“The company’s portfolio of bonds is well diversified and 
segregated; the mortgage loans in good condition; real estate 
owned shows a net profit during the year 1935. During the past 
year several parcels of real estate have been sold at a profit and 
several other transactions are under consummation.”

Loan Requests Up 

A noticeable increase in requests from policyholders for loans 

the first increase since 1933—brought about a rise in the number 
of policy loans on the books of Northwestern National Life In- 
surance Company of Minneapolis, from 28,997, the five-year low 
reported March 31, 1936, to 30,405 as of June 30, 1956, it was re- 
vealed by the company’s quarterly report just released. 

Due to a decrease in the size of the average individual loan 
from $320 to $305, however, the total amount of loans outstanding 
increased only slightly, from $9,286,365.32 to $9.288,140.97. This 
is a reduction from the $9,316,397.68 total of June 30, 1935. 

At the same time, the company reports lapses and cash sur- 
renders to be at a new low point since the depression, and first- 
year renewals by policyholders during the first six months of 
1936 to be on a higher level than any yearly average since 1929. 

Repayments by borrowers on loans for the quarter ended June 
30, 1936 were $142,201.56, a slight increase over the corresponding 
quarter a year ago, when $141,445.50 was repaid by borrowers, 
and a larger gain over the first quarter of 1936, when repay- 
ments totaled $133,033.27.

Report of Examination Favorable 

The Occidental Life Insurance Company was examined (Conven- 
tion) as of December 31, 1935 by the Insurance Departments of 
the states of North Carolina, New Mexico and Virginia and the 
report of the examiners was favorable. The examiners verified in 
detail the income and disbursements of the company for the year 
1935 as reported in our Life volume, but through minor adjust- 
ments the assets were increased from $5,065,592 to $5,083,776. 
Surplus remained unchanged at $96,347 but the contingency re- 
serve of $30,000 as reported by the company was reduced because 
of several adjustments to $15,264. We reproduce hereafter, for 
their general interest, comments of the examiners as they deal 
with the assets of the company.

“The Company owned forty parcels of real estate on December 
$1, 1935, thirty-nine of which were acquired by foreclosure of 
mortgages and one of which parcels was acquired by purchase. 


Albuquerque Office Building 

“This formerly was the home office building. The site was 
purchased in 1917 for $40,000.00 and the office building erected. 

“In the early part of April, 1933 the interior of this building 
was burned. The company had ample fire insurance so the 
building was repaired and is in fine condition now and rented. 

“An appraisal made in 1921 gave this property a value of $198,- 
975.00. At the present time this building is carried at $166,253.57. 
The company charges off each year as depreciation on this build- 
ing $2,113.00, or at the rate of 24%. The company carries $72,- 
000.00 fire insurance on this building. 

“The rental and expense accounts were carefully analyzed and 
the following schedule reflects the activity of the real estate 
holdings of the company for the three years 1933-1935:

“Your examiners inspected all real estate files and are satisfied 
that the company has a good title to the properties, adequate 
fre insurance is carried on improvements and the affairs of the 
Real Estate Department generally appear to be systematically 
and efficiently handled. An analysis was made of the book values 
of real estate acquired by foreclosure and we are satisfied that 
no improper items are capitalized. The company does not capi- 
talize past due and accrued interest. 

“No appraisals were made for the purpose of this examination 
as we did not feel that they would serve any useful purpose. 
All real estate has been allowed at book value as the company 
has set aside a depreciation reserve of $15,264.27. The company 
is adding to this reserve each year. As mentioned elsewhere in 
this report the company charges off each year 244% on the book 
value of the office building located in Albuquerque, New Mexico 
in addition to increasing the depreciation reserve. 

“The company is to be commended for the excellent returns 
on its mortgage loans, the average yield for the past three years 
being as follows:

This 
note is secured by a chattel mortgage on the furniture and 
fixtures which cost approximately $125,000.00 and a second mort- 
gage on the building. This note is being curtailed at the rate 
of $1,000.00 per month and as of the date of this examination 
the balance due was $20,000.00.

“On December 31, 1935 the company held one collateral loan 
in the amount of $22,000.00. The note, collateral and supporting 
papers in connection with this loan were inspected by your 
examiners and found in order. 

“When this loan was originally made it seemed to be adequately 
secured, but your examiners investigated and found the collateral 
to be of doubtful value. 

“It is recommended that additional collateral be obtained or 
that a reserve be set up to take care of possible loss.

“All bonds owned December 31, 1935 were listed from the com- 
pany’s records as well as all bonds acquired or disposed of during 
the period covered and the account was reconciled with the 
ledger. The bonds are carried on an amortized basis and a 
check was made as to the accuracy of the company’s calculations 
of the values as at December 31, 1935, with no errors being 
noted.

and sales and that this record be reconciled with the bond ac- 
count at regular intervals. 


“Interest received on bonds for the year 1935 was tabulated 
from the bond sheet and checked for correctness. No errors were 
noted and in every case the amount of interest received agreed 
with the general ledger. Accrued interest on bonds not in default 
amounting to $14,385.15 and interest due amounting to $215.00 
were verified by your examiners. The company carried this item 
in their Annual Statement at $14,095.64. Your examiners made 
several corrections in their calculations and as a result increased 
this item by $504.51 to the amount shown, or $14,600.15.

Latest Developments

Several Policyholders’ Protective Committees have been organ- 


ized to protest the reorganization of the Pacific Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, particularly as it affects the non-cancellable 
policyholders. The various committees are attempting to consoli- 
date their interests so that their petition may be presented to the 
Court in concert and thus save considerable expense and time. 





Superior Judge Willis, on August 20th, resumed hearing granted 
policyholders and stockholders objecting to the recent rehabilita- 
tion plan and on August 2ist announced that Judge Edmonds, 
who granted the original orders, was qualified to make the con- 
servation order, although a policyholder, as this was distinctly 
an administrative act; but upon signing the conservation order, 
Judge Edmonds changed his status from a policyholder to that 
of a general creditor of the company, following which he would 
have a personal interest in the subsequent proceedings and thus, 
under the California Code, he was disqualified to sign the later 
liquidation and rehabilitation orders. The hearing will resume 
August 3list, at which time the following questions will come up 
for decision: First, the actual financial condition of the com- 
pany at the time of the liquidation and reorganization orders; 
second, whether appointment of Commissioner Carpenter as liqui- 
dator shall be sustained; third, whether reorganization plan shall 
be approved. 

We produce hereafter the antecedents of the personnel of the 
new company and several letters from various interested sources, 


which are self-explanatory. The biographical sketches have been 


furnished by the company.

It has probably come to your attention through the daily press or 
otherwise that THE PACIFIC MUTUAL LIFE INSURANCE COM- 
PANY OF CALIFORNIA has been reorganized by the creation of a 
new company known as PACIFIC MUTUAL LIFE INSURANCE 
COMPANY, with a capital of $1,000,000 and surplus of $2.000,000. A 
complete statement of this entire transaction will be mailed to you 
shortly and the purpose of this letter is to advise you in advance and 
briefy that this action has been taken with the knowledge and approval 
of the California Commiszcioner of Insurance and the Insurance Com- 
missioners of five other states who recently cooperated with the California 
Insurance Commissioner in the regular convention triennial examination 
of the affairs of The Pacific Mutual Life Insurance Company of Cali- 
fornia. The new company has taken over the assets and the insurance 
policies in force of the old company. 

Under the reorganization, all insurance policies in the Life Department 
and the Accident Department are fully reinsured by the new company 
and are protected by adequate reserves, except that Non-Cancellable Dis-

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ability policies have their benefits reduced by varying a accord- 
ing to their class of issue. This reduction in benefits applies only to 
claims t may arise subsequent to July 22, 1936, under these policies. 
No reduction will be made m the amounts payable on claims filed prior 
to the time of reorganization under Non-Cancellable Disability or any 
other form of policy. 

Certain designated profits that may accrue in the future under the non- 
participating Life business and on business in the Accident Department 
will be allocated toward increasing the benefits which will be payable on 
claims which may occur in the future under the Non-Cancellable Lis- 
ability policies. 

The reorganization of the Company as completed removes the financial 
hazard that existed due to inadequacy of Non-Cancellable preaeens rates, 
which hasard undoubtedly would in time have affected ali policyholders. 
Under the new company, as stated, all classes of policyholders are fully 
protected (without liens on their policies), excepting on Non-Cancellable 
Disability policies as noted in second paragraph. Pending the completion 
of the details incident to reorganisation a sixty day moratorium on cash 
and loan values on life department policies has been put into effect by 
the Insurance Commissioner of California. The moratorium may be ex- 
tended but no reason is anticipated that will make such extension 
necessary. 

All policyholders are assured that the new company is in excellent 
financial condition.

The changes resulting in the new Pacific Mutual Life Insurance 
Company have been consummated under my daily, direct supervision and 
the new company has my complete endorsement and recommendation. It 
is fully solvent in every department, having all reserves called for by 
law and ample surplus. The quality of its assets is excellent and its 
management of highest ability and integrity. When the plan of tts 
— s been completed future profits will go entirely to policy- 
olders. 

The only policyholders of the old Company to be affected in any way 
are those holding a form of Accident and Health policy known by the 
trade name of “Non-Cancellable’’. Claims now being feid under these 
policies will not be affected by the change. The Court hos ruled that in 
event of claims arising under these policies in the future, benefits will 
be paid on a reduced basis, according to a published scale. This scale 
promises benefits adjusted to give full value commensurate with the proper 
premium rate for this type of coverage. 

No other restrictions of any kind are required. All other claims, death 
benefits and annuities will be paid in full. I considered it advisable, how- 
ever, to require a temporary moratorium on policy loans and cash sur- 
renders during period of reorganization.

The stockholders of The Pacific Mutual Life Insurance Company of 
California have learned through the public press and otherwise of the 
appointment of the Insurance Commissioner of the State of California 
as liquidator of that corporation and of the proceedings now pending in 
the Superior Court of this County with reference thereto. 

I am deeply interested in this situation because of its importance to the 
community at large as well as to the company’s policyholders and stock- 
holders; moreover I myself am the holder of a substantial number of 
shares of stock of the company. 

Because of this interest and at the request of a number 4 other 
stockholders similarly interested I have agreed to take the lead in forming 
and to act as chairman of a stockholders’ protective committee. 

The first undertaking of the committee will be to investigate as com- 
pletely and as carefuliy as possible the steps which already have been 
taken by the company and by the Insurance Commissioner, and the 
wisdom and fairness of the agreement providing for the “‘rehabilttation, 
sale and transfer of assets and re-insurance plan” entered into between 
the liquidator and the new Pacific Mutual Life Insurance Company. 

our study leads to the conclusion t the proceedings have been 
improper or that the plan under discussion is unfair or unequitable, we 
expect to oppose the agreement and plan, to the utmost of our ability or 
suggest a desirable modification or a better substitute. However, s 
it be determined that opposition would not serve the best interests of 
stockholders, no steps will be taken which would interfere with the con- 
summation of the present plan. 

In a matter as complex and as important as this the greatest care 
must be used in selecting the personnel of the committee. Conferences 
with many large stockholders are being held and immediate efforts are 
being directed to the selection of men whose integrity, ability and judg- 
ment are beyond the possibility of question and whose lack of present or 
former connection with the company will assure their complete inde- 
pendence in the performance of their duties. As soon as the committee 
is formed tt will communicate with stockholders in order to give them 
an opportunity to decide whether or not they wish this committee to 
represent them in the matters herein referred to. 








Obviously, the more stock the committee is authorized to represent, the 
more force will be given to the decisions and actions of the committee. 
For this reason I am sending you this preliminary letter so that you may 
know that an independent committee is being formed under my super. 
vision, and so that you may defer any individual action in the matter 
until J am able to furnish you the names of the full membership of my 
committee. If you then have the confidence which I believe jou will 
have in my associates and myself we shall be glad to have you authorize 
us to act for you. 

The members of my committee, I should add, will serve without com. 
pensation. We are glad to do this because of our individual interests as 
stockholders and because of our sense of obligation to the community.

_ Time does not permit of the execution of a deposit agreement provid- 
ing for the deposit with and transfer to the committee of outstanding 
shares. Therefore a form of letter, in substance a power of attorney to 
be signed by stockholders, is enclosed. 

It ts important, if this committee's decisions and actions are to carry 
weight and receive full consideration, so that it can adequately protect 
stockholders, that it represent a substantial amount of stock. 

It ts essential that stockholders act immediately, as a court hearing 
which vitally affects them is set for August 12, 1936.

Group Contracts 


Four thousand, six hundred and seventy-five wage earners in 
the United States and Canada are now eligible for life insurance 
in amounts ranging from a minimum of $500 to a maximum of 
$7,000 through the adoption of group life insurance policies by 
their respective employers. 

The workers are covered by fifty group policies issued within 
recent months by the Prudential Insurance Company of America, 
with home offices in this city, and involving an aggregate total 
amount of life insurance of $5,080,000. 

In some groups the amount for which each worker is eligible, 
under the individual policies, is determined by the position held, 
while in others the amount of salary and length of service are 
the deciding factors. 

Three of the policies are of the non-contributory type, with the 
employer paying the entire cost, while the remainder were issued 
on the contributory basis, the employees themselves paying a part 
of the premium and the remainder of the expense being assumed 
by the employing company. No medical examinations are required 
for this type of coverage.

This company has undergone a Convention examination by the 
States of South Carolina, Florida, Kentucky, North Carolina and 
Virginia. The financial statement was secured as of June 30, 
1936, and the report was dated July 18. The examiners verified 
the annual statement of the company as filed for the first of the 
year and published in Best’s Life Insurance Reports. However, in 
setting up the statement as of June 30, 1936, the examiners changed 
a number of the items as reported by the company, with the result 
a considerable decrease in surplus is shown. Figures as of June 
30, 1936 released by the examiners are as follows: 

Total admitted assets, $4,925,142; Net life reserve, $4,003,752; 
Disability reserve, $210,806; Reserve for depreciation of real estate, 
$38,000; Capital, $200,000; Surplus, $95,282. 

Extracts from certain portions of the examination which appear 
to be of interest follow: 


Scope of Examination 

The Company was last examined as at December 31, 1932, by 
representatives of the Insurance Departments of the States of 
North Carolina and South Carolina and was reported upon under 
date of May 1, 1933. The examination now reported upon covers 
the period from January 1, 1933, to the close of business on June 
30, 1936. 

A review of the transactions of the Company since the date of 
the last examination was made and thorough test checks of the 
various books and records were made to establish the accuracy of 
the accounting records. The annual statéments for the years 
1933, 1934 and 1935 were checked to the general ledger and were 
found in agreement with the records. 


Comments on Financial Statement 
Income 

“All agents’ reports, branch office and home office reports for 
the calendar year 1935 and for the six months of 1936 were checked 
to the cash receipt journal. Substantial test checks were made 
of all other items of income and your examiners are of the opinion 
that all income has been reflected on the books of the Company. 

“The Company in December 1935 through a contract of sales dis- 
posed of certain assets to The Liberty Life Insurance Company 
of Greenville, South Carolina. Included in this sale was stock 
of the Greenville Agency for $36,597.60 on which a profit of 
$30,597.60 was realized. The contract further disposed of certain 
renewal commissions owned by the Company by reason of their 
assignment or release in accordance with its agents’ contracts, 
for a consideration of $63,402.40. 

“This contract further provides that the Southeastern Life Insur- 
ance Company shall have the option of repurchasing these renewal 
commissions at the same price the purchaser paid, subject to ad- 
justments by credits or charges to date of such repurchase, and 





with the understanding that the said renewal commissions shall 
be re-assigned to the Southeastern Life Insurance Company in cage 
of such repurchase. It further provides that this option shay 
terminate automatically thirty days after written notice to the 
Southeastern Life Insurance Company of the purchaser's offer to 
sell. 

“The money received by the Southeastern through the sale of 
renewal commissions was credited on its books to agents’ ba). 
ances, a non-admitted asset, resulting in the reduction of this 
account by the amount received. The net result of these trang. 
actions was to increase the surplus of the Company by $100,009. 
As the cash received was for the sale of renewal commissions, 
it is the opinion of your examiners that it should have been go 
reflected on its book. 

Disbursements 

A complete check was made of all disbursements for the years 
1934, 1935 and for the six months of 19386 from cancelled checks. 
Extensive test checks were made for the year 1933. Journal en. 
tries for the period under review were scrutinized carefully. 

From analysis made of various disbursement accounts severa] 
instances of misallocation were found. These were pointed out to 
the proper employees for correction.

Home Office Property, $157,624.90 

The Home Office building was erected in 1914 at a cost of 
$36,212.72 on a lot acquired for a consideration of $41,802.37. In 
December 1919, the book value of the property had increased to 
$85,954.11, the increase representing capitalized improvements 
made on the building and charges made against the cost of the 
lot. The property was sold in December 1919 for $150,000.00 and 
in March 1921 the Company repurchased the property at the same 
price at which it had been sold.

Your examiners inspected all real estate files and are satisfied 
that the company has good title to the properties, adequate fire 
insurance is carried on improvements and the affairs of the Real 
Estate Department generally appear to be systematically and ef- 
fectively handled. An analysis was made of the book values of 
real estate acquired by foreclosure and we are satisfied that no 
improper items are capitalized. The company does not capitalize 
past due and accrued interest. 


No appraisals were made for the purpose of this examination as 
we did not feel that they would serve any useful purpose. All real 
estate has been allowed at book value as the company has set aside 
a depreciation reserve of $38,000.00, $13,000.00 of which is deprecia- 
tion on home office building which is being increased at the rate of 
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$1,000.00 per year. The balance of $25,000.00 is a reserve for de 
preciation on all other real estate. 

The company carries $78,000.00 fire insurance on home office 
building and $10,000.00 on furniture and fixtures. It also carries 
ample fire insurance on all other property owned.

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The Company uses the ledger card system in keeping the record 
ef the mortgage loans and the mortgage loan account was proved 
by an inventory of the mortgage notes adjusted for curtailments 
from the ledger cards. All documents pertaining to the loans con- 
sisting of notes, mortgages, assignments, certificates of title ab- 
stract, attorneys, opinions, appraisals and insurance policies were 
examined in connection with each loan file and found in order. 

All loans are made on the recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee after full consideration has been given to the application and 
appraisal, etc. which are submitted. The Manager of the Mortgage 
Loan Department inspects each piece of property before it is sub- 
mitted to the Committee. 

In each instance the Company's mortgage is a first lien with the 
exception of loan No. 935 to E. E. Hardin in Tie amount of $1,380.75. 
Vr. Hardin has a one-seventh interest in an estate of 260 acres of 
land with possession postponed until the death of his mother. The 
entire amount of the loan has deducted by the Company as an 
asset not admitted and due and accrued interest have not been 
allowed. 

Loan No. 1345 to J. C. Long in the sum of $44,877.71 was made 
to a former Agency Manager of the Company and is secured by 
renewals which total around $4,000.00 annually and also real estate 
valued at $50,000.00. The Company has deducted under non-admitted 
assets the sum of $11,663.61 on account of this loan being excessive 
as compared with the appraised value of the real estate. 

The Company disposed of several mortgage loans during the 
years, 1934 and 1935. They were either foreclosed or exchanged for 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation bonds. There was charged off as 
a loss on mortgage loans in year 1934 $5,399.80; 1935 $3,641.80. 

All the loans except one appear to be well secured. Your ex- 
aminers are of the opinion that one or two loans are too large for 
a Company of this size. One loan is for $250,000.00. Your examiners 
believe a more conservative policy would be to limit investments 
to smaller loans. 

The majority of the loans are amortized and payments on prin- 
cipal and interest on those loans have been exceptionally good. Due 
to adverse conditions and to moratoria during the past three years, 
the Company has extended the time for principal payments on loans 
where necessary, and foreclosure proceedings are instituted only as 
a last resort to protect the interest of the Company. 

The Company has made excellent progress in collecting past due 
interest and in refinancing loans during the past year. All the loan 
records are kept neatly and accurately and no difficulty was ex- 
perienced in obtaining all information desired. The management of 
the mortgage loan department is to be commended.

Cash in office consists of a petty cash fund of $567.73. Cash iy 
banks and trust companies was verified as of June 30, 1936. Money 
restricted as to withdrawal and in closed banks amounted to $22.. 
755.10. The Company estimates that $7,873.79 of this amount wil) 
be recovered. The difference is deducted as non-admitted. 


Disability Reserve, Active Lives, $58,884.48 


The Company is planning by December 31, 1936, to have the active 
life reserve on Hunter's Tables at 3%% for business prior to 1926 
and Henderson’s Tables 3%% for business subsequent to 1926. In 
1926 the Company began to issue the so-called 90-day clause. It is 
recommended that this reserve be set up as planned and your 
examiners are setting up a pro rata increase to June 30, 1936. The 
Company has had an unfavorable experience on its disability similar 
to practically all companies doing such business in its territory, 
and ceased writing the income coverage on February 1, 1932. 


Disabled Lives, $151,921.70 


Where the disability clause provides for payment of the face 
amount in installments, the future value of unpaid installments, 
discounted for interest alone, was used. Hunter’s Tables at 34% 
were used for all policies issued before 1926 and Henderson's Tables 
for all policies issued after 1926, except that all cases incurred 
after January 1, 1930, Henderson’s Tables at 3%% were used, 
regardless of the date of issue. 


Conclusion 


The Company's investments are clean and as shown in this report 
yield a good return. The cash position of the Company is ample 
Policyholders are treated fairly and all policy claims and values 
are promptly paid. The amount of insurance in force is showing 
an increase. The present management has reduced overhead ex- 
penses considerably and is endeavoring to obtain its new business 
at a reasonable cost. The minute books of the proceedings of the 
meetings of the Stockholders, Directors and Finance Committee 
were reviewed, and appeared to be regular in every respect.

Notes Favorable Trends 


In keeping with its 11 consecutive month gain in paid business 
are the State Mutual Life’s persistency record, its increases in 
business in force during the first half of this year, and its de 
creases both in insurance surrendered and in the policy and 
premium loan account. 

More than 60 per cent of State Mutual's agencies have shown a 
persistency record greater than the Company average, and it is 
interesting to learn that the improvement is common to every sec 
tion of the country. This bears out the Company's assertion that 
persistency, studied in conjunction with paid business increases, is 
a strong indication of the better financial tone of the country as a 
whole. 

A survey of the Company’s policy and premium loan account, 
which shows an eight per cent decrease, is in agreement with the 
trend above. In addition, a 30.5 per cent decrease over the same 
period in the amount of surrender money paid underlines the 
assertion even more strongly. 


Loan-Surrender Data Issued 


The State Mutual Life has just released a study comparing its 
experience in the loan and surrender departments for the first half 
of this year with the January-June period of 1935. 

The figures show a reduction of 21.4 per cent in the total loans 
completed. This percentage expresses total activity, the actual 
reduction in initial loans being 14 per cent. 

Partial repayment figures also have shown a large increase dur- 
ing the period studied, the number being 17.2 per cent greater than 
the January-June period last year. There was a corresponding 
increase of 13 per cent in loans paid in full. Not quite in line with 
these figures, but interesting in itself, is the decrease of 1871 in the 
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total number of loans on the books since January 1. 

A like experience with surrenders was found, the number of 
policies surrendered being 314 per cent less than in the first half 
of 1985. The cash value of the surrenders also showed a large 
decrease, the percentage being 30.5. Still larger is the decrease in 
the face value of the insurance which went off the books, including 
additions, the amount being 36.4 per cent of that for half of last 


year.

Order 


On this 2nd day of July, A.D. 1936, this matter coming on to be heard on 
the proposals of various insurance companies for the reinsurance of the policies 
of the Union Mutual Life Company of lowa, filed with Ray Murphy. Commis- 
sioner of Insurance of the State of lowa, as Receiver of said Company, pursu- 
ant to an order of this Court dated May 14. 1936; and the Court having 
heard the proponents in open court on June 15, 1936, and again on June 30 
and July 1, 1936, and having examined and considered various pleadings, 
orders, exhibits and proceedings in this cause, together with proposed agree- 
ments and amendments thereto submitted by said various insurance companies 
for the reinsurance of policies of the defendant company, and being duly 
advised in the premises, it is by the Court found and adjudged as follows: 


1. That the Court has jurisdiction of the parties hereto, of the assets of 
the Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa, and of all contracts and policies of 
insurance issued or assumed by said Company, and the holders of said insur- 
ance policies and contracts of said Company whose interests are common and 
who as a class are represented in this proceeding by Frank L. Sawyer, Plain- 
tiff. in Equity Cause No. 49881, who brought said action for himself and for 
all other policyholders similarly situated, said Equity Cause No. 49881, en- 
titled Frank L. Sawyer, in his own behalf and for all other policyholders 
similarly situated, Plaintiff, vs. Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa, Defend- 
ant. having been consolidated with Equity Cause No. 49885, entitled State 
of Iowa, ex rel Edward L. O'Connor, Attorney General, Plaintiff, vs. Union 
Mutual Life Company of Iowa, Defendant. 


2. That at the present time and at the time the petition in the above 
entitled cause was filed, the defendant Company was impaired and insolvent 
and that its condition is and was such as to render its further continuance 
in business hazardous to the holders of its policies: that a liquidation of 
the assets of said defendant Company under present depressed business con- 
ditions would not be for the best interests of the policyholders and creditors 
of said defendant Company and would result in unnecessary loss and hardship; 
that a reinsurance of the life insurance business of said defendant company 
will avoid the necessity of a present cash sale of said assets and will protect 
and preserve the rights of policyholders and general creditors; that it is 
hecessary and imperative for the best interests of said policyholders and credi- 
tors that the life insurance business of said defendant Company be reinsured. 


3. That the Receiver, in compliance with orders of this Court, has publicly 
advertised for proposals for reinsurance or rehabilitation of the business of 
the defendant Company and as a result of such open competitive bidding vari- 
ous proposals were filed with the Receiver and have been submitted to this 
Court, which bids appear to the Court to be the best bids obtainable for the 
reinsurance or disposition of the business of said defendant Company: and 
the Court, after consideration of the various proposals submitted, finds that 
the proposal of the Occidental Life Insurance Company of Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, before the Court on June 15, 1936, was the best plan at that time 
submitted to the Court, and finds that the proposed agreement of the Occi- 
dental Life Insurance Company, as amended, is the best agreement obtainable 


— 
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and more adequately protects the interests of the policyholders and creditors 
of the defendant Company than any other proposed agreement submitted. 


4. That said proposed agreement of the Occidental Life Insurance Company 
sets forth a fair, just and equitable method for continuing the insurance pro- 
tection of those policyholders of the defendant Company who desire to have 
their insurance protection continued. 


5. That in a memo opinion filed herein on July 1, 1936, this Court held 
that said proposal of the Occidental Life Insurance Company, as amended, to 
reinsure the business of the Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa offers more 
adequate protection to the policyholders of the Union Mutual Life Company 
of Iowa than the proposal of any other proponent; and that on July 1, 1936, 
this Court entered an order dissolving the Union Mutual Life Company of 
lowa. 


6. That the Occidental Life Insurance Company has entered its appearance 
herein and consented that it be added as an intervening party and be subject 
to and affected by all proceedings relating to its agreement, hereafter clearly 
identified, in the same manner and with the same effect as if said Company 
had been a party at the commencement of this case. 


IT IS THEREFORE FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DE- 
CREED AS FOLLOWS: 


7. That the Reinsurance Agreement proposed to be executed by the 
Occidental Life Insurance Company, a copy of which is attached hereto, 
marked Exhibit ‘‘A’’, and by this reference made a part hereof, be and the 
same is hereby approved, and Ray Murphy, Commissioner of Insurance of the 
State of Iowa, as Receiver of the Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa, for 
the purpose of purchasing and acquiring reinsurance for the benefit of the 
policyholders of the defendant Company, is hereby authorized and directed to 
execute and deliver said Agreement, and carry out and perform the terms, 
covenants and provisions thereof on his part to be kept and performed. Upon 
the execution and delivery of said agreement, the title of the defendant 
Company and/or the Receiver and/or the State of Iowa to all of the assets of 
the Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa and the Receivership estate (except 
cash to be retained by the Receiver as provided in the next paragraph hereof), 
shall thereupon vest absolutely in the Occidental Life Insurance Company free 
and clear from any and all claims whatsoever of the defendant Company thereto, 
or any person or persons claiming by, through or under said defendant Com- 
pany, and the Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa and all persons claiming 
by, through or under it are hereby forever restrained from interfering in any 
manner with the title of the Occidental Life Insurance Company in and to 
said assets, or its right to the possession thereof, and from asserting any right, 
interest, title or lien to, in or against said assets. The Receiver is hereby

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authorized and directed to execute and deliver such endorsements, assignments, 
transfers, conveyances and other instruments as may be desirable, necessary or 
proper to perfect the record title to said assets in the Occidental Life Insur- 
ance Company. 

8 The Receiver shall retain from any moneys in his hands the sum of 
$100,000 for the purpose of paying receivership expenses and claims of general 
creditors, subject to orders of this court. If said amount to be retained by 
the Receiver at this time proves insufficient for such purposes the Company 
shall pay to the Receiver such additional amount as may hereafter be ordered 
by this Court. Upon the termination of the receivership, the Receiver is 
hereby authorized and directed to pay to the Occidental Life Insurance Com- 
pany any moneys remaining in his hands. 

9. That each and every policyholder who does not accept the benefit of said 
agreement with the Occidental Life Insurance Company shall, within thirty 
days after the mailing of notice to policyholders as provided in said agree- 
ment, deliver to the Receiver herein his written election not to accept the 
benefits of said agreement, clearly identifying his policy or policies involved in 
such rejection; and the Occidental Life Insurance Company, under its said 
agreement approved herein, shall be under no obligation or liability of any 
kind or character under any policy in respect to which such election is made, 
and each such policy is hereby terminated as of May 7, 1936. Each and 
every holder of a policy issued or assumed by the defendant Company shall be 
deemed to have accepted and be conclusively bound by the said reinsurance 
agreement with the Occidental Life Insurance Company, a copy of which is 
attached hereto, marked Exhibit “‘A’’, to the same extent and with the same 
force and effect as if he had in writing approved and accepted the same, unless 
he shall within the time hereinbefore set forth deliver to the Receiver his 
written election not to accept the benefits of said reinsurance agreement. The 
written election of any such policyholder executed and delivered to the Re- 
ceiver as herein provided, shall be considered a claim for the cash surrender 
value of his policy as of May 7, 1936, plus any amount or amounts of money 
paid by him under said policy since said date, less the cost of carrying his 
insurance based on the net American Experience 3%% Term Rates, and less 
any amount paid or incurred as a premium on any reinsurance treaty covering 
the policy of such person. Written elections delivered to the Receiver as 
provided herein shall by the Receiver be promptly delivered to the Occidental 
Life Insurance Company, which Company shall thereafter with reasonable 
promptness make necessary computations and settlements with such dissent- 
ing policyholders. 


10. That all claims and demands of every kind and nature against the 
Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa and/or the Receiver required to be 
filed in the office of the Clerk of this Court and with the Receiver on or 
before June 20, 1936, which were not so filed in the manner and within the 
time prescribed by this Court, and all the holders thereof, are hereby barred 
from and foreclosed of all rights to share in the distribution of any and all 
money, properties and assets now or hereafter forming a part of the receivership 
estate or the proceeds of any sale of such property or assets which may be 
adjudged and decreed in this cause, and no part of said claims or demands 
shall be recovered from or paid out of any such money, properties or assets 
or the proceeds thereof in any action or proceeding or enforced against any 
purchaser or subsequent owner of such money, properties or assets, and said 
Receiver shall stand discharged, released and exonerated from any liability 
personally or as such Receiver for the payment thereof. The claim of Mrs.

11. The Receiver shall promptly make a report to this Court and to the 
Occidental Life Insurance Company of (a) all unsettled death claims under 
policies issued or assumed by the defendant Company, and (b) claims or 
demands or general creditors (not including claims of dissenting policyholders 
hereinbefore mentioned in paragraph 8 hereof), filed with the Clerk and the 
Receiver on or before June 20, 1936. Said death claims shall be paid by the 
Occidental Life Insurance Company in accordance with the terms of its agree- 
ment approved herein. As to each such claim or demand of general creditors, 
the Occidental Life Insurance Company shall report to this Court and the 
Receiver its approval or disapproval thereof. All such claims and demands 
which shall be approved by the said Company shall, unless this Court shall 
hereafter otherwise determine, be deemed to have been proved.

Agreement 


In consideration of the mutual covenants and undertakings of the partie 
hereto, and in consideration of One Dollar each to the other in hand paid, 
receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, it is hereby stipulated and agree 
by and between the OCCIDENTAL LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY, 4 
California Corporation, hereinafter designated “Company”, and RAY 
MURPHY, Commissioner of Insurance of the State of Iowa, as Receiver fy 
the Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa, hereinafter designated ‘Receiver’, 
as follows: 


1. The Company does hereby reinsure and assume the liability of the 
Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa, hereinafter designated ‘‘Union Mutual”, 
on the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth, under policies or contracts 
of insurance issued or assumed by the Union Mutual outstanding and ip 
force on May 7, 1936. 

2. The Company will reinsure and assume the liability of the Union Mutual, 
on terms and conditions hereinafter set forth, under all policies or contracts 
of insurance issued or assumed by the Union Mutual which have lapsed, upon 
the reinstatement thereon in compliance with the conditions of each such 
policy or contract. Upon the reinstatement of any lapsed policy it shall fa 
all purposes be treated the same as if it had been in force on May 7, 19% 
Any policy lapsed since March 4, 1936, will be reinstated within thirty days 
after notice provided for in paragraph 12 of this agreement, in accordance 
with the policy terms, but without requiring evidence of insurability other 
than that the policyholder is living. 


3. No policy shall be considered as lapsed if the premium to be paid 
thereunder was paid in whole or in part to the Union Mutual or to the 
Receiver within the grace period provided therein or within such extended 
period of grace as may have been provided in any statute, rule or regulation 
of the Insurance Department of the state in which the insured resided at the 
time such payment should have been made; provided, where only part of the 
premium was so paid the entire balance shall be paid within thirty days afte 
the mailing of notice as hereinafter provided in paragraph 12 of this agreement 

4. The Company shall pay in accordance with the terms of the policy and 
this agreement every valid death claim, including additional accidental death 
benefits, if any, for death occurring after the effective date of this agreement, 
less such amount or amounts, which, according to the terms of the policy, is 
to be deducted from any settlement to be made thereunder, and shall similarly 
pay, without interest, every valid unsettled death claim and additional acci- 
dental death benefits, if any, arising prior to the effective date of this 
agreement. 


5. The Company's agreement to assume liability under and carry out the 
provisions of said Union Mutual policies or contracts of insurance is subject 
to any and all offsets, rights and defenses then or thereafter existing against 
any claim or action upon said policies or contracts of insurance which have 
been or might or could be by the Union Mutual, except that the 
Company shall not contest the validity of any Union Mutual policy which has 
been in force for a period of two years, except for nonpayment of premiums, 
shall not imterpose a defense of suicide or that death occurred while the 
insured was engaged in military or naval service in any case in which the 
palicy has been in force two years, and shall not interpose as a defense the 
fact that the policy is nonmedical and was issued in an amount in excess 
of Two Thousand Dollars. 


6. It is specificaliy understood that the Company has not assumed any 
liability of the Union Mutual, except as set forth herein. The Company will. 
however, in addition to liabilities herein specifically assumed, pay any out- 
standing obligation of the Union Mutual or the Receiver to any other company 
avd reinsurance unless claim is filed therefor and payment made by the 

eceiver. 


7. (A) The premium rates under all policies issued or assumed by the 
Union Mutual shall be reduced, effective as to each such policy on its next 
maturing premium due date, to the rates set forth in the schedule of rates 
attached hereto, marked Exhibit “‘A’’, and made a part of this agreemett. 
All such policies shall thereafter be nonparticipating. A schedule of such 
reduced rates shall be filed in the office of the Insurance Commissioner of 
the State of Iowa. In the case of a rated up premium on account of a sub- 
standard risk, the reduction applicable to such premium shall be the reduction 
which would apply to the premium if the policy had been written on a 
standard basis. 


(B) Pure Endowment Additions, which on May 7, 1936, amounted to 
$34.621.11, shall be distributed to policyholders having an interest therei, 
and, within ninety (90) days from the effective date of this agreement, made 
available to them, at their option (1) in cash, (2) for the purpose of pur- 
chasing paid up life additions to policy, or (3) as a credit on next maturing 
annual premium or installment thereof. 


8. The Company shall maintain a branch office in East Des Moines for 
not less than five years from the effective date of this agreement, for the 
convenience of the policyholders, the collection of premiums, the servicing of 
the business and the administration of the assets of the Union Mutual, and 
shall retain such members of the present staff of employees of the Union 
Mutual as may be necessary to take care of the business of such branch office. 
Such original books, records and files as may be necessary for such purposes 
shall be kept in said branch office. 


9. The Company shall enter into agency contracts with any and all agents 
of the Union Mutual desiring to become associated with the Company, and s 
long as any such agent making a new contract remains in the service of the 
Company, renewal commissions will be paid such agent on business written 
by him for the Union Mutual, in accordance with the terms and provisions 
of his Union Mutual agency contract. 
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10. (A) The District Court of Polk County, Iowa, shall determine the pro- 
risions to be made with respect to dissenting policyholders, and shall allow 
expenses of receivership, including reasonable compensation for the Receiver’s 
attorneys, together with reasonable attorneys’ fees to Brammer, Brody, Charl- 
ton & Parker and Harold 8. Thomas for services rendered in the case of State 
of Iowa ex rel. Edward L. O’Conner, Plaintiff, vs. Union Mutual Life Com- 
pany of Iowa, Defendant, Equity No. 49885-91, and Frank L. Sawyer, in his 
own behalf and for all other policyholders similarly situated, Plaintiff, vs. 
Union Mutual Life Company of Iowa, Defendant, Equity No. 49881, in the 
District Court of the State of Iowa, in and for Polk County. The Court 
shall also pass upon claims of general creditors, making such orders in respect 
thereto as may be equitable in the premises. 

(B) The Court shall fix an amount of money to be held by the Receiver 
for the purpose of paying general claims, receivership expenses, including 
attorneys’ fees as above set forth, claims established against the Union Mutual 
or the Receiver in suits, if any, against the said Union Mutual or the Receiver, 
and claims of dissenting policyholders (if the Court holds that claims of dis- 
senting policyholders shall be paid by the Receiver), and said amount so fixed 
by the Court shall be retained by the Receiver, for the purposes indicated, 
from any moneys in his hands. If the amount of cash in the hands of the 
Receiver is not sufficient for said purposes, the Company may either: 


(1) Purchase from the Receiver selected assets at agreed upon values suffi- 
cient to make up the amount so fixed by the Court; or 


(2) Apply to the Court for a severance of sufficient assets to make such 
amount, the assets so set aside to be liquidated by the Receiver and 
the proceeds used for the purposes above set forth. 

When the receivership is terminated, any moneys remaining in the hands 

of the Receiver shall be paid to the Company. 

(C) Subject to the provisions of the preceding paragraph (B) and coincident 
with the execution and approval of this agreement, title to all assets of the 
Union Mutual and/or the Receiver, real personal and mixed, of every kind 
and nature, wheresoever situated, shall vest in the Company, and as soon as 
practicable after the final approval of this agreement, the Receiver shall by 
appropriate instruments assign, transfer, convey and deliver to the Company 
all the assets of the Union Mutual (subject to the provisions of the preced- 
ing paragraph (B)), real, personal and mixed, of every kind and character, 
wheresoever situated, provided that the Receiver shall not be required to make 
manual delivery of assets on deposit with the Insurance Department of the 
State of Iowa. The Company shall maintain on deposit with the Insurance 
Commissioner of the State of Iowa assets equal to the reserve on the business 
hereby reinsured, which the Union Mutual would have been required to main- 
tain if it had continued to transact a life insurance business as an Iowa 
company. The execution and approval of this agreement shall vest the Com- 
pany with absolute title to all assets of the Union Mutual and/or the 
Receiver (subject to the provisions of the preceding paragraph (B)), in- 
cluding cash, bonds, notes, mortgages, real estate, furniture, fixtures, equip- 
ment, supplies, records, good will, policy loan and premium lien or extension 
agreements, all rights of and choses in action, all reinsurance agreements 
between the Union Mutual and other companies, together with all the rights, 
privileges and incidents thereof and all rights, interest, claims and demands 
of an intangible nature whereof the Union Mutual and/or the Receiver may 
be possessed, or whereunto they may have rights and claims. 

ll. The Receiver shall immediately turn over and deliver to the Company, 
or cause to be so turned over and delivered, all books, records, papers, docu- 
ments, letters, contracts, mailing lists, stationery, registers, cards, indexes, 
supplies, files. cabinets, office equipment and appliances, and any and all 
other office furniture, fixtures, equipment, machinery, appliances and supplies 
pertaining to the business of the Union Mutual and/or used in connection 
therewith, wheresoever situated, all of which shall be available for use by the 
Receiver until the receivership is closed. 

12. The Company shall promptly mail to the insured named in each policy 
in force on the date of approval of this agreement by the Court, and to any 
assignee thereof of record, a notice of the approval of this agreement and a 
printed copy of this agreement, and the Company's Certificate of Assumption, 
inserted in an envelope, first class postage prepaid, addressed to the name 
and address of each of the persons aforesaid, as shown on the records of the 
Union Mutual. Notice and a copy of this agreement shall likewise be mailed 
to the holder of all policies in force on March 4, 1936, but which were not 
in force on the date of approval of this agreement by the Court, and to any 
assignee thereof of record. By ‘“‘assignee’’ is meant assignee as shown by the 
records of the Union Mutual in its Home Office. 

13. The effective date of this agreement shall be the date of its approval 
by the Court. This agreement shall not become binding on the Company 
until authorized and approved by the Court, until the execution hereof by 
the Receiver and the Company. and the approval thereof by the Insurance 
Commissioner of the State of Iowa and the Insurance Commissioner of the 
State of California. 

14. The Company shall enter its appearance in the case described in para- 
graph 10(A) hereof and consent that it may be added as an intervening party 
and be subject to and affected by all proceedings relating to this agreement, 
in the same manner and with the same effect as if the Company had been 
& party thereto at the Commencement thereof. 


15. There is no personal liability by the Receiver assumed under this contract.

Receives Favorable Tax Decision 


A decision in favor of the Yeomen Mutual Life was handed down 
in Des Moines August 6 by Judge Russell Jordan, in the company’s 
action to enjoin the State of Iowa from collecting a one per cent 
premium tax on business written by the company prior to 1932 
vehen it was operating as a fraternal. 

The state contended that the company had operated as an old 
line legal reserve company and was therefore liable to the tax. 

Yeomen Mutual Life officials contended that only that business 
ehich was written since 19382 when the company was transferred 
over to an old line legal reserve basis was subject to the tax. The 





company has paid taxes on all business written since 1932 but 
resisted efforts to levy a tax on business written prior to that 
time. 

In his decision Judge Jordan declared: “Since all old certificate 
holders are allowed the benefits held by them at the time of the 
merger, this clearly contemplates the exemption from taxes ac- 


corded all fraternal benefit associations.” 


The State of lowa will appeal from the decision. 


Business Increases 
An increase of 24 per cent in new paid-for business in the first 
seven months of this year for Yeomen Mutual Life was reported 
by T. H. Young, superintendent of agents.
